CHRIATMAS SWEETS,

Moliday DHahes to Be Patronized by New
York's Fashlonnble Set.
NEW YORK, Dic. 14.—(Specaly=There is
nothing nowadays more in demand for recop-
tions than moukse, chocolate or coffees,
Sorved In dainty, gold-fluted cups, such ns
Mie. Rockefeller owns, It Is nectar for the
gos, appealing both to tasle and sight.
Here Is the recips: Whip a quart of eream,
drafning it well, Scrape fine an ounce of cho-
colate, and put into a small frylng pan, with
three tablespoonsfal of sugar and one of bo l-
ing water; :tir It over a hot fire until It is
smooth and glossy, that Is, about fAive min-
utes; then add a seant cupful of sugnr and
the whipped eream. Stir gently until the in-
gredients are well mixed, Turn the whaole into
a thrée-quart mold, which has been packed in
lee and salt, Throw a bit of carpst over the
tub and sot It away In a cool place for four
hours, when it is ready to be turned out, It
miust not be stirred. About fiftern pounds of
fee will be necessary to frieze it.
In whipping the cream 1t must be done with
short, lght strokes, whether a whisk or a
churn ls employed, and the cream, after belng
whipped, must be well dralned over a sleve,
for If any lguid remaln the mongse will not
have a fine, soft apprarance. The dish which
holds the eream you are whipping must be
placed In another, which Las efacked lee In it
The cream will then froth more easily and
auickly,
To make n eoffee or cafe mousgse, add to the
whipped eréam a cup of ttrong coffee, sweet-
ened, Half a pint of cream, whipped; n quars
ter of a' cup of coffee, and sugar, makes o cafe
mousse sufficient for four people, and costs not
over 20 cents.
The Frenech have a pretty way of serving
roast chestnuts, which Mrs, Cornelius Vander-
bilt will introdues at & young folks' party dur-
ing the holidays. A bag or =zachet of searlet
#ilk, thickly wadded and generally oval, Is
provided, about fifteen Inches one way by
seven the other. This bag looks not unlike
a tea cozy when flat, only it is rounded ot
both ends, and open at one. A locse ecover of
lnee or pretty drawn work iz sllpped over the
bag when it has been filled with the roasted
chestnuts, still in their rusty, brown coats,
hot from the oven or the ashes, and done to
a turn. As quickly as possible—for roasted
chestnuts to be In perfection must be piping
hot—the mald hinds about the bag, laid on
n sllver salver, and at every cover a pot of
fresh ‘butter g provided. The guests In turn
glip their hands Intp the opening of the bag,
taking therefrom a handfol of cohestnuts,
which they deposit on their plates, lightly
bresking away the crackling hulls with thelr
fingers. Then holding the satinlike kernel In
the hand, put a bit el butter on it with a
gmall sllver knife, and thus eat the nut.
In regard to the bag, two things must be
borne In mind—It must be made Lo exelude
the alr a8 much as possible, but the opening
must be sufMelently large to admit the hand
caslily.
